Dear UNCLE CHARLIE: 

Examine a map of the United States and away up 
in northwestern Montana you will find Flathead Lake, 
said to be the largest body of fresh water in the 
West. It lies im the heart of the Flathead county, 
the Flathead valley lying on the north and the Mis- 
sion valley on the south. These valleys and the lake 
are walled im on the east by the Swan and Mission 
ranges of the Rocky Mountains, the highest peaks 
rising seven thousand feet above the plains below and 
being covered with perpetual snow. In the heart 
of the Mission valley is located. the village of St. 
Ignatius, founded by the Jesuit Fathers long beforé 
the Civil War. The Catholic priests and nuns have 
here large school buildings and a fine church for the 
use of the,Indian population, for this is in the Flat- 
head Indifn Reservation. Over seventy years ago 
the Flathead Indians sent messengers to St. Louis 
to ask that the “black robes’’ be sent to them—one 
of the few instances in history where so-called say- 
a invited the white man to come and teach them 

religion. Many messengers perished on the long 
journey before their mission was rewarded with the 
coming of the priests. Nearly all the Indians on 
the Reservation are members of the Catholic church. 
A number of interesting stereoscopic photographs of 
the Flathead buffaloes, showing herds of them being 
driven to Ravalli and there loaded on the cars for 
their Tong ride to Canada, have been taken. In tak- 
ing these pictures one man er lost his life, 
climbing a tree while the infuriat bison trampled 
his one hundred and thirty dollar camera into the 

und. About three hundred more buffaloes are be- 
ing shipped from here to Canada this season. The 

mals sre practically wild, roaming at will over 
a vast, open territory, but théy are watched by a 
single herder. The Courad herd of buffalo here in 
the Flathead valley numbers about one hundred ani- 
mals. *The National Bison Range includes twenty 
thousand acres adjoining Ravalli and is now being 
fenced, gare pn to being stocked with bison d 
other wild animals. The Flathead Reservation is “to 
*be opened to settlers next year, Homesteaders’ regis- 
trations were accepted from July 15 to August 8, 
1909, but no filings will be received until April 1,

Dear Sisters: 

I couldn’t get along without Comrort and as I have 
been one of: the ‘silent ones for so long thought I’d 
drop in for a little chat. - Our part of the country 
is somewhat hilly, the soil varies and the climate 
is delightful, just winter enough to be nice. Our lead- 
ing crops are corn, wheat, oats, cotton, Kaffir corn and 
hay. This is also a good stock-raising section. Vege- 
tables and fruit do well, especially peaches. 

Women can do well raising chickens for they can} 
get green food all winter, many sow wheat, especially, 
for them and get eggs all winter. I like the country 
best and believe in giving children something of their 
own to care for; for instance a truck patch or a little 
patch of cotton and teach them how to tend it and see 
that they do it. Let them sell and collect the money 
and advise them the best way to spend it. I think 
all mothers should also teach their girls how to do 
housework when they are young, then they will be 
more likely to enjoy it when they grow up, and will be 
much more competent than if allowed to idle away 
their time. 

I have three girls and two boys, aged from two 
and a half to eleven years and there is plenty to do 
on our farm. We usually milk from ten to twenty 
cows, use a separator and bring up the calyes on the 
skimmed milk. Feeding the calves is the children’s 
work and the older ones also do some of the milk- 
ing, so you see I practice what I preach and am be- 
ginning early to work them in.

fin Easily Made Ice Boat 


For the past few years we have not let the 
cold season go by without publishing at least 
one good ice boat plan. This month I have tried 
hard to evolve a scheme at building that can be 
utilized by the average boy, whose resources in 
art way of tools and material are very limited. 

The front runner of the boat may be made by 
splitting a low sled and then nailing the two 
parts together again with four inch cleats as 
shown in Fig. 1 and rig. 2. If you have no small 
sled you ean easily make the runners pictured in 
Fig. 1. A_ piece of heavy plank is nailed un- 
derneath the fore runner cleats. The plank 
should be twelve inches wide and five inches 
long. In about the center of this plank a piece 
twelve inches square and two inches thick is fas- 
tened for a seat, see Fig. 2.

The chief difficulty experienced by the beginner is 
the proper drawing up of_the shuttle thread; it would 
appear that the stitcheS should be formed by the 
shuttle thread, but this is not so; the stitches are 
actually made bythe thread that is looped round the 
fingers of the left hand, the right hand holds the 
shuttle, and makes with it the movements necessary 
to twist the thread for the formation of the stitch, 
then the shuttle thread must be extended and drawn 
up straight with a, jerk, and this jerk twists upon the 
shuttle thread the ‘thread that is looped round the fin- 
gers, and so produces a stitch. ‘The shuttle thread thus 
runs through the row of stitches worked by the loop 
thread and is competent to draw the loop larger or 
smaller as oceasion requires. ‘ 

I learned to make tatting by studying the. foregoing 
directions. I never saw any of this work till I made 
it.

The combination of overlapping 
feathers to give the plumage a- bluish appear- 
ance. F. L. Sewall, a poultry artist of acknowl- 
edged authority, in a very extensive discussion 
of the color of the Barred Plymouth Rocks, says: 


‘*‘Parallel Bars should be Straight as 
Possible”’ 


While the Standard fails to say anything 
about the straightness of the bars, it does describe 
them as “parallel.” This feature, combined with 
their being as straight as possible, gives the most 
attractive effect, and helps a great deal toward 
the feathers matching their bars side by side in 
rings, round the body of the bird. On the Pen- 
cilled Hamburg, the bars have been bred to the 
straightest pattern of any variety of fowls, and 
they are famous for their “ringy” effect. We have 
seen birds so marked where the bars bent back- 
ward and also males in which bars of the sur- 
face color bent forward towards the tip, that 
were severely criticised by experts. Mr. Arthur 
Smith of Grove Hill Poultry Yards, has often 
called our attention in the showrooms to this 
failure in quite evenly-colored birds, that other- 
wise were attractive, but did not prove “ringy” 
on aceount of the V-shaped marking. 

The bars on the “eee sides of the quill 
not matching, but breaking at the quill, is an old 
persistent habit of the “cookoo” or Dominique 
color, which in some poorly-bred specimens re- 
peats itself nearly all over the bir With all 
the good specimens to be found at our best breed- 
ers’ yards at the present, this blemish, when 
found throughout the plumage, stamps the in- 
dividual as a very cheap bird. While we are 
mentioning the common faults and cheapness of 
this irregularity of marking, we would not wish

The “shaft” or quill must be the same color as 
the bar through which it passes. The Stand- 
ard says ‘‘free from shafting.” This means free 
from light-colored quill passing through the dark 
bars. The shaft oceasionally shows dark color 
in the light bar, but this is less seldom the case 
with this breed, and is little thought of, as an 
over-colored feather is seldom regarded so faulty 
as one lacking in color. Even a black, blotched 
feather is not considered so serious a blemish 
as one bletched with white. The over-colored 
blood is more easily corrected than blood. that 
lacks, as blood that lacks pigment cannot be im- 
pressed with pattern in its color so readily.

Breeding Plymouth Rocks 


E all like to see what we call 

beauty and symmetry in our fowls 

and other farm animals, but the 

> practical breeder should learn to 
understand what form of symme- 

try is best adapted to and asso- 

ciated with the purpose which he has in view. 

A study of the characters of different distinct 

breeds of farm animals shows us that different 

forms and characteristics depend upon varied 

qualities and powers, and that certain forms, 

colors and proportions become so well fixed that 

a bird that does not strongly resemble the true 

of its breed is rejected from the breeder’s 

1 of breeding stock. The breeder having ascer- 

tained as much as possible by the study of his 

animal’s ancestr. ea pedigrees and records, 

next seeks to understand further qualities by the 

study of individual conformations and character- 

istics; and finally, as opportunity offers, studies 

; his breeding animals by their own records and 

£ by their spring, thus coming in due time to 
know his animals most completely. 

The beginner is usually convinced that two 
perfect-looking creatures of any sort or kind wili 
produce their like, but unfortunately such is not 
the case. <A bird’s ancestors have almost more 
influence on its progeny than the individuality of 
the bird itself. For that reason it is necessary 
to know the characteristics of the ancestral pro- 
genitors of the bird that you desire to cultivate, 
so that the side of reverted heredity can be 
recognized at once, and intelligently combated by 
the next season’s mating. 

Plymouth Rocks were the first American crea- 
tion in poultry to achieve any publie recognition. 
Years and years ago there was in New England a 
common fowl, often referred to in the early 
poultry literature as “‘the hawk-colored hen.’”’ The 
birds are gray, with rather red wings and many 
black feathers. It is said that they were even 
faintly, but indistinctly, barred on neck and 
saddle. They had single combs and clear shanks, 
and often weighed from fiye to six pounds. A 
few progressive farmers, wishing to improve 
the laying quality of iheir hens, following the 
old-time theory of like begetting like, selected 
the best birds at their disposal and mated them, 
and in time their descendants became known as 
the “Dominick fowls;’ an improvement on the 
old hawk-colored birds but still not satisfactory 
to this group of utilitarians. Brahmas, Cochins 
and Langshans,; which were at that time being 
imported to a limited extent, were too slow and 
heavy to fill their ideal; Leghorns and Minorcas 
teo light, excitable and difficult to control within 
a limited spaee. Besides, the cold New England 
winters were not conducive té the Mediterranean 
bird’s ductiveness. So a Mr. Clark, who had 
some Black Cochins, which had been imported 

by: Mr. Giles, and a Mr. Spalding who kept the 
o~.. hawk-eolored fowls, tried the effect of mating 
Cochin pullets with a hawk rooster. The results 

were cockerels resembling the sire, but with more 
visible black markings. Pullets were principally 
black, only a few resembling the male bird, and 

even these were much darker in color than the 

sire. This mating was (on the authority of 
veteran poultrymen like D. A. Upham of Wilson- 

ville, Conn., and the Rev. D. . Bishop) the 
foundation of the first American breed of fowls. 

Mr. Upham procured two of the lighter pullets 

and a cockerel, and for two or three years he 
strove toe improve the markings and_ general 
type; then in 1869, showed them at Worcester, 
Mass., under the name of Plymouth Rocks—af| 
name which Dr. Bennett of Plymouth, Mass., had 

given to some birds which he had manufactured 

or to 1850, by crossing Cochin Chinas, Dork- 

Malays, and Wild Indian. According to 

report, th birds were not at all like the pres- 

“ent Rocks, were in 1869 extinct, so Mr. Up- 

ham was at liberty to adopt the name without 
trenching upon any. one’s prerogative. The 

birds shown by Mr. Upham created quite a sen- 
sation, not. only “rom their appropriate size 

for table use and lay‘ng qualities, but for ‘be- 

ing the first real American creation they aroused 

and gratified national pride, and every fancier 

tried to buy birds or eggs. Some wiseacres, 

gu g how the new breed had been created, 

set about developing strains of their own. Some 

used Brahmas, others Cochins, to gain size. Eyen 

now one occasionally hears of the Ramsdell, Gil- 
‘man, Essex, and May strains of Barred Plymouth 
Rocks. The amateur who tried to breed Ply- 
mouth Rocks twenty years a0» had to fight the 
legacies bestowed by the original mixed ances-

B. J. S.—How large should a house and flying-yard 
be for one pair of Homer pigeons? I only have a 
small lot, so cannot keep more, but would like to 
have a squab now and then to eat. 

A.—As one pair of birds would not supply much 
bodily heat, the coop would have to be made very 
warm. The thicknesses of wood, with an inner lining 
of tar paper, and the outside covered with the same, 
would be necessary. Four feet by three feet, and four 
feet high, would make a comfortable home for one, 
or even two, pairs of birds. There must be two 
nests for each pair of birds. A box two feet long, and 
ene foot deep, and one foot high, with a partition 
through the middie, and an earthen nest (specially 
sold at all country supply stores) in each compart- 
ment, is the correct accommodation to provide. Fas- 
ten the box up, about a foot from the roof, at the 
back or side of the house. Put up a perch, and 
keep a @rinking fountain into which the Dirds can- 
not step, in the house during the winter.

The attempt to 
produce this “ringy’’ effect upon as many sections 
as. possible, since it became the fashion, has 
proven not only fascinating to breeder and fan- 
cier, but is establishing a trade-mark upon the 
highest standard-bred Exhibition Barred Ply- 
mouth Rocks that are of common value for fine 
show birds. ‘ 
Until recent years male birds have been much 
lighter than puilets. Now the ambition of the 
club is to have males and pullets match as near- 
ly as possible, and experienced breeders discov- 
ered long ago that to accomplish this feat it was 
necessary to keep two distinct families, each 
specially mated to produce males and females. 
When i commenced to read up on the subject 
“line-breeding”” and ‘‘double-mating’” were my 
stumbling-blocks. I read dozens of articles in 
different poultry papers before I was Able to 
grasp the true meaning of either. Two perfect 
birds who match and have won first prize in 
the shewroom, will, if mated, invariably pro- 
duce light or dark birds, and as invariably will 
the indiscriminate mating of two distinct blood 
lines of barred variety produce blurred or im- 
pp markings. So the only way to get ex- 
ibition birds is to mate standard-color males 
to slightly darker females who were sired by the 
same father. In other words, mating a bird to 
his half-sisters, of a slightly darker color than 
himself, and the male progeny will almost sure- 
ly resemble the father, while the females will 
be either like the mother, strongly-marked birds 
—but teo dark for showroom requirements. For 
blue-ribbon females, standard-color pullets must 
be chosen and mated with a male of lighter 
color, belonging to the mother’s family—father 
or brother or son—it is immaterial so long 
as relationship is on the mother’s side. You 
will probably say, “Why that is inbreeding,”

P., Texas.—We think that, if the title to the 
property is in your father’s name, he can sell it 
without the consent of any of his children, but that, 
if the title is in the name of your deceased mother, 
the signature of all her heirs at law will be necessary 
to the deed for a voluntary sale, but that, if it was 
sold under a judgment or decree of the court, such 
signature would not be necessary, and that the high-

Patience, Wisconsin.—Under the laws of your state 
we think the statute of limitations runs against such 
debts as you describe within six years,-and that the 
children you mention could not recover for services for 
any period prior to six years back, but that such a 
claim would not intefere with their rights of inheri- 
tance, unless their father left a will. We think 
the tax receipt for taxes paid on the personal prop- 
erty by the son would tend to show that he was the 
owner of the personal property but would not be con- 
clusive proof. 


M. A. Lyon, Minnesota.—We think title to real 
estate can be held by a’ minor, but that he cannot 
himself execute a deed for the sale of it, nor ean he 
execute a mortgage upon it, nor in any way legally 
bind himself for the purchase or management of it. 


J. R. K., South Carolina.—We do not think any- 
thing. can be done with the magistrate for. refusing 
to issue the warrant. Such power, we _ think, is 
usually discretionary with him, and we think it would 
be his duty to refuse to issue one in cases where, in 
his judgment, it is not necessary. 


Mrs. L. A. M., Kentucky.—Under the laws of your 
state we think that, if you have had possession of the 
land .you mention, had it inclosed by fence, and 
paid taxes thereon for over thirty years, you can hold 
the land, but that, if any one commences action 
against you for this land, it will’ be necessary for 
you to defend your title.. 


H. C. H., Maryland.—Upon your statements to us, 
we are of the opinion, that you cannot be compelled 
to pay for the package you mention, provided of 
course, you. never ordered it and refuse to receive it. 


Mrs. W. F. M., Michigan.—We think you can legally 
proceed against the persons who are annoying you in 
the manner you mention, provided you can establish 
their identity, but we do not think you can proceed 
against the parents or guardians, in case they be 


minors, for such wrong doing. 
Mrs. R. L. B., Wlinois.—Under the :.ws of this 
state, we are of the opinion, that, upon the death 


of a man or woman, leaving no will and leaving no 
husband or widow, nor any issue, the property would 
descend to the parents and brother and sisters; (2) We 
do not think the young man you mention would be en- 
titled to any share of* your uncle’s estate unless he 
received it under a will or was legally adopted. (3) 
The fact, that the property is disposed of by will con- 
trary to your ideas of where it should go, would not 
be a ground for breaking the will, the usual ground? 
for breaking a will are, lack of testamentary capac- 
ity, undue influence, that the will does not express 
the testator’s true- interest, or that it is not legally 
executed or ‘in comformity to Jaw. 


Mrs. G. W. W., Nebraska.—It will be necessary for 
you to have an examination made of the court and title 
records to tell whether A. has any chance of recoy- 
ering the property you mention. Property bought at 
a tax sale would, of course, be only held by a tax 
title; but it might be a good title at that, although 
tax titles are generally redeemable within certain 
limited periods and are quite often set aside. We 
think, however, in your case it is more likely that 
the property is held or was taken up by the holder 
of the mortgage, either as mortgagee in possession or 
under foreclosure. 

"Miss M. S., Wisconsin.—We are of the opinion, that 

marriages between first cousins are prohibited in 
Arizona, Arkansas, Connecticut, Mllinois, Indiana, 
Kansas, Louisiana, Missouri, North Dakota, Ohio, 
Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, South Dakota, Utah, Wash- 
ington and Wyoming. 

Mrs. L. G. P., North Dakota.—If the policy -of 
life insurance read to the man’s wife, naming her, 
we do not think that upon his death the creditors of 
his estate can get any of the insurance money. 

I. H., Rhode Island.—While we think it would be 
possible for you to legally advertise the remedy you 
mention, we think: you should have an attorney su- 
pervise your method of doing it. 

W. S., California.—You should communicate with 
your Secretary of State to obtain the information you 
desire.

For the other disease there is no cure: Anthrax 
might also be suspected. Under the circumstances we 
are unable to say just what disease was present and 
an investigation should be made on the spot by a 
local or state graduate veterinarian. 


FOUNDER; LEAKING MILK.—(1) We have a _ horse 
that has the appearance, at times, of being foundered.

A.—(1) Founder usually affects both fore feet and 
they are thrust out in front of body when starting 
to walk. If but one foot -is affected look for corns, 
or if it is a light road horse navyicular disease (in- 
curable) may be present. For founder clip the hait 
from the hoof-head of affected foot or feet and blister 
every ten days wih cerate of cantharides until ani- 
mal can walk well. For navicular disease unnerving 
has to be done by a skilled veterinarian. (2) Paint 
end of teat with coat after coat of flexible collodion 
which sets like varnish and prevents flow of milk.

Recently 
his left hind foot became the same. When cold and 
snow are on the ground he is better, and sometimes 
ean hardly be noticed. Mrs. L. S. 

A.—As well as we can judge from the description 
given the lameness is due to ringbone. Such a con- 
dition when affecting the fore pastern is incurable 
and unnerving has to be done to stop the limping. 
Ringbone of a hind pastern often responds nicely to 
puncture-firing and blistering or even to repeated 
blistering with cerate of cantharides together with a 
prolonged rest in stall. 


Eczema.—I have two fine Gordon setter bird dogs; 
they have the mange or some kind of a skin trouble; 
they scratch till they make sores and the hair has 
come off of them in places under the front legs and 
on the breast, but it doesn’t seem to be sore where 
the hair comes off. Mrs. E. C. 

A.—It is more probably eezema than mange, but 
fleas may also be an aggravating cause. Wash them 
once a week in a lukewarm 1-100 solution of coal 
tar dip and when dry apply sulphur ointment freely 
to the affected spots. Feed. them lightly once a day 
and do not give potatoes or sweets. They should have 
lots of outdoor exercise every day. 


Dost of ARSENIC SOLUTION.—WiIll you please tell 
me how much Fowler’s solution of arsenic to use for a 
dose and how often to use it, to get a horse in 
good shape? I have a horse that doesn’t seem to have 
any life in him. Which is the stronger the powdered 
arsenie or the Fowler’s Solution and which is the 
better to give? Mrs. RB. S. 

A.—Do not use the arsenic erystals, Fowler’s solu- 
tion is safer and effective. The dose for an adult 
horse is half an ounce twice daily .and -it has to 
be discontinued gradually when it has done its work. 
It is useful in heaves and as a tonic, but usually the 
true cause of the ailment has to be discovered and re- 
moved. Often the teeth have to be attended to when 
a horse stays thin on good food; or worm medicine 
has to be given. 


TouMor.—I have a mule two years old. He has had 
a large lump on his right fore leg for a year; one side 
seems to be hard and like gristle fastened to the 
bone. It is just below his shoulder blade and he 
walks lame. M. ©. 

A.—It will be necessary to employ a qualified veteri- 
nary surgeon to dissect out the tumor (fibroid) as ex- 
ternal applications will mot do any good. 


Broken winp.—I have a fine mare; she breathes 
so loud you can hear her from quite a distance. She 
has been that way about three months and is in good 
order. os 

A.—Feed grass in preference to hay and give oats 
and bran as grain ration. Feed as little bulky food 
as possible and never work her soon after a meal. 
Give half an ounce of Fowler’s solution of arsenic 
night and morning. This treatment may help but 
broken wind (heaves) and roaring (laryngeal hem- 
iplegia) are incurable. 


LAME cow.—I have a Jersey cow, she is well and 


CoucH.—iI have a cow, twelve years ol; she is a 
good milker, raises large calves, easy to keep in 
good condition, but seems to have trouble in swallow- 
ing her food. She has a discharge from nose as 
though she had a cold, and slobbers. At times she 
has a dry cough. Her eyes run water. She has had 
a slight enlargement at throat ever since we owned 
her, the other symptoms were noticed Big n 

rs. Ll. 

A.—Very likely the cow is affeced with tubercu- 
losis of the glands of the throat and in that case 
the milk is unfit for use. Have her tested with 
tuberculin. Feed soft easily masticated food as her 
teeth are mow irregular on account of age. 


INDIGESTION ; DISCHARGING NAVEL.—(1) My six- 
months old calf in raising the cud throws the food 
from her stomach. In twenty minutes will raise a 
quart or more of water and food. Tuns on dry 
pasture, fed fresh milk twice a day from a healthy 
mother. (2) What shail I do for my three-months eld 
calf? Its navel swells and runs pus, then runs a 
kind of milky substance. B. D. G. 

A.—(1) Wean the calf and feed carefully on milk 
and limewater in addition to fine hay and a little 
meal. Give a full dose of Castor oil in milk to start 
treatment. (2) The condition is due to infection of 
the navel by filth germs at birth. Make a larger 
opening to allow access to secreting sac in abscess at 
navel and once daily inject full strength tincture of 
iodine. Also paint with the tincture on and about 
the navel each other day. 


LAMENESS.—I have a horse that got cut with wire 
about two months ago; his whole foot is swollen from 
the hoof to his ankle and it is very hard. He is 
still lame and the hoof isn’t quite the shape of the 
other. M. L. 
A.—Clip the hair from swollen parts and blister 
with cerate of cantharides. Wash the blister off in 
three days; then apply a little lard daily and allow 
walking exercise. When skin is sound again should 
the parts remain enlarged bandage twice daily aftér 
a thoreugh hand rubbing. 


CHRONIC LAMENESS.—I have a horse twelve years 
old; he limps with right front foot. In hot weather 
it seems to get worse, when cold or snow is on the 
ground he hardly limps at all. L. 8. 

A.—Navieular disease, or ‘“‘coffin joint lameness’’ 
doubtless is present and for that the only relief will 
be to have the horse unnerved by a skilled veterinary 
surgeon. 

CHRONIC GARGET.—I have a cow that gives cloudy 
milk ont of one quarter of her udder and the ndder 
is swollen°and hard. She was fresh in November. 

Mrs. G. H. 

A.—See other answers on this subject. The quarter 
is permanently affected and the cow should be fattened 
off after a second calving. Meanwhile try to dry off 
the milk secretion by rubbing the affected quarter 
twice daily with a mixture of equal parts of cam- 
phorated oil and fluid extract of belladonna leaves. 


Sraceers.—We have a two-year-old heifer that will 
ecalve next spring. About two months ago she became 
sick. When she attempts to walk and especially when 
she turns around she falls down as though drunk. Her 
hind leg looks to be the worst part affected. Mrs. J. A. 

A.—Make sure that the heifer is not eating loco 
weed. It may be mere weakness or associated with 
pregnancy, but without an examination it would be 
impossible to say. Feed her generously on ground 
oats and bran and twice daily give half a dram of 
powdered nux yomica in her feed.
